The way these crooks op¬ 
erate is, they show up with 
official brochures that any¬ 
one can get at any Social 
Security office; they offer to 
do all the paperwork for you, 
give you special discounts 
by filing you early, and nu¬ 
merous other gimmicks. 

The thing to remember is 
that no bona fide Social Se¬ 
curity representative will 
ever try to collect any 
money, as not a dime is re¬

Valley Draft 
Quota Up 


Draft quotas for the Pua* 
dena-San Gabriel Valley 
area will be up slightly In 
September, wltii 169 men 
scheduled to be inducted 
next month through the five 
selective service boards 
served by the Pasadena 
headquarters at 553 S. Lake 
Ave. 

These five boards had 
quotas of 144 men In July 
and 149 in August. 

A complete breakdown of 
the September calls assigned 
by the board is as follows; 

Board 87, serving portions 
of Glendale, 16 men, as com¬ 
pared to 2 in August and 
13 in July. 

Board 88, serving the 
Eagle Rock and Highland 
Park area, 23 men in Sep¬ 
tember; 14, August, and 12, 
July. 

Board 90, which serves 
parts of Pasadena and Alta- 
dena, 22 for September; 8, 
August, and 24, July. 

Board 91, which serves our 
city and portions of Pasa¬ 
dena, Arcadia and Monrovia, 
21 for September; 18, Au¬ 
gust, and 19, July. 

Board 94, which is the sec¬ 
ond largest in the state, in¬ 
cludes Glendora, Azusa, Co¬ 
vina, West Covina, El Xvlonte, 
Baldwin Park, San Dimas 
and portions of other valley 
cities, 87 for September, 
down from 107 in August but 
up over July’s 75 quota. 

These five boards incor¬ 
porated under the Pasadena 
office represent a total of 
99,899 draft-age registrants. 

A spokesman for Major 
Malcolm F. Miller, district 
selective service coordinator, 
said that the October quota 
for the local boards should 
be received by September 15. 

This October draft call is 
expected to be the first to 
show a substantial increase 
in the quotas in answer to 
President Johnson’s July 28 
announcement that he 
would double the draft calls. 

While the September draf¬ 
tees are all slated for Army 
service, the October quotas 
are scheduled to Include 
some inductees for the Navy 
for the first time in many 
years. 

The Marine Corps has also 
recently indicated that it 
may soon find it necessary 
to dip into the draftees to 
fill that part of their quota 
not brought up to strength 
by voluntary enlistments.
